The Story of the 
Wycliffe Bible Translators 


In a book that tells such a gripping 
many-sided story as this one that become 
world-wide in its scope, one forgets th 
authors to concentrate on the expanding 
story of a unique organization. As ; 
matter of record, Two Thousand Tongue: 
to Go was written by Ethel Emily Walli 
and Mary Angela Bennett and publishec 
by Harpers in 1959.

The story of heroic struggle moves or 
with interesting, soul-stirring detail. It is 
a tale of people, some of whom may be 
known to the reader. One feels that he 
knows quite a few of the natives too. There 
is the case of the Auca Indian girl of 
Ecuador, Dayuma, who fled from het 
tribe to the missionaries when nearly all 
of her relatives were killed. Later when 
Ralph Edwards wanted to feature Rachel 
Saint (widow of the slain pilot) on his 
TV Program, “This Is Your Life,” Day- 
uma was brought out of the jungle. When 
the big plane landed at Miami (one of out 
most spectacular cities to fly over) she 


stood for ten minutes looking at the 
crowds of people hurrying to and from 
the planes. She then turned to Rachel 
‘Saint with the question, “Do all these 
. people love God?” The Bible-translating 
snissionary remembered having told her 
\chat in our country we had God’s Word 
yind we wanted her people to know it. 
)That was why they had come to her land. 
«Sometime later at Wheaton, Dayuma of- 
fered the first prayer ever uttered in the 
Auca language. Still later she forgave 
her tribespeople who had killed her family 
and was willing to go back to the jungle 
‘with the Gospel. 


If you would like to visit a Navajo ho- 
ygan, dwell among the Apaches, penetrate 
Mexico's ancient tribes, hitch your sea- 
plane to a treetop on the banks of a 


Magsaysay bring knowledge to the ne- 
iglected people in the Philippine hinter- 
lands, or live among those Eskimos who 
are still without the Word of God, read 
this book. It is no exaggeration when 
the Wycliffe Bible translators tell us that 
there are 2000 tongues to go. In Brazil 
“where 70 Indian tribes have died out 
since 1900 there are still 186 tribes roam- 
ing the Amazon jungle, tribes which can 
be reached by plane and by the modern 
linguistic techniques that cut years off 
the time formerly required to learn the 
languages.

Church of God Party 


We purposely use small type to scale 
down the screaming headlines of the 4- 
page, twice-monthy The Church of God of 
which Bishop Homer A. Tomlinson is 
editor. The current issue (1 July) an- 
nounces the new political party and its 
candidates for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, Bishop Homer A. Tomlinson of 
Queens Village, N. Y., and Bishop Ray- 
mond L. Teague of Alaska. The platform 
of the party is a bit unrealistic, perhaps 
more emotional than logical. It calls for: 


1. Union of church and state in Jesus 
2. Keeping of U.S. constitution, free- 
dom of worship, liberty; 


3. 10% tithes — for church and nation, 
instead of ... taxes; 


4. Maintaining 1960 scale of wages, 
profits, progress; 


5. Unlimited production — 10% profits 
for farmers. 


The bishop claims to be the leader of a 
church of 30 million in the USA; that he 
led in building 200,000 publishing plants, 
churches, schools, and orphanages, and, 
with his father, led the Church of God 
from 15 membets to 150 million. (These 
figures are not found in unbiased statistical 
reports.) What can perhaps be vouched 
for is that Tomlinson has visited 101 na- 
tions, in most of which he has crowned 
himself “king.” He professes to believe 
that he will be elected President of the 
United States “by miracles” on November 
eighth. 


The paper gives advance publicity for 
a great rally on July 4th at $2 million 
Ten Commandment Mountain, Murphy, 
N. C. The mountain, at least, is factual 
and so is the giant representation of the 
Ten Commandments (in abbreviated 
form) worked in stone letters on the 
gtassy slope of the mountain, where it is 
claimed the Church of God was reborn 
in 1903. Whether or not the information 
about the strange aspirations of this write- 
in candidate is interesting, the message on 
the mountain should be so to any who 
travel that way this summer. 


If there were more Ten-Commandment 
mountains rising up from our nation’s 
highways it is possible that people would 
be more conscious of God’s ancient code 
of righteousness. 


We wonder where on this mountain at 
Murphy the candidate plans to take his 
stand. Will his feet be comfortable on 
the stone letters of the 4th Commandment, 
“Remember the sabbath day to keep it 
holy”? His church, like many others, 
seems to make an honest effort to keep all 
the others but, in our opinion, gives only 
lip service to the full content of the com- 
mandment that sets forth God’s will as 
to a specific day for rest and worship. 


Evangelism In Eastern Association 


Gleanings from the report of the commit- 
tee composed of Paul S. Burdick, Edgar 
F. Wheeler, John W. Gavitt. 

The work of evangelism in the Eastern 
Association as headed by the committee 
of that name is quite inclusive. The work 
takes in visiting of lone Sabbathkeepers, 
particularly in the New England area, the 
promotion of evangelism in the 11 
churches, and the many phases of publicity 
and tract work including the promotion 
of a wide use of the Sabbath Recorder. 


Two visitations were made during the 
past year by ministers of the Rhode Island 
area to interested people in Massachusetts 
and other New England states. These fall 
and spring trips were of short duration 
with only a limited number of people 
contacted on each trip. It is reported that 
in every home visited there were one or 
more individuals who were very much 
interested in Seventh Day Baptists. The 
visitors promoted the use of the Sabbath 
Recorder in the homes and distributed ap- 
propriate tracts. The expenses were taken 
out of the $100 allotted to the committee, 
but most of the travel expense was covered 
by contributions received on the field. 


A survey of the evangelistic and other 
outreach activities of the churches was 
made by the committee. It showed a total 
membership of 1,187, a slight decrease

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from last year in the over-all picture. The 
churches reported a strong youth program 
with seven churches showing a total of 
16 senior, intermediate, and junior so- 
cieties. All but two of the churches. re- 
ported Bible Schools and the same num- 
ber had youth attending camps to a total 
of 137 in junior and senior camp. Seven 
churches assisted in the expense of sending 
19 of their young people to Pre-Con last 
summer. 


The committee also notes that five 
churches reported holding evangelistic 
meetings. One reported a “Pilot Experi- 
ment in Evangelism’ in which tracts, spe- 
cial issue Sabbath Recorders, and church 
bulletins were handed out in homes in the 
area of the church. Another reported a 
youth evangelism effort through regular 
biweekly Bible classes for boys and girls, 
A good percentage, more than half of the 
churches, made efforts at Lay Develop- 
ment in the Program of Advance. The 
summary of the evangelism report follows: 


The pre-eminence of work with children and 
youth among our churches indicates a forward- 
looking vision which is commendable. We 
would again urge that all such efforts be di- 
rected toward conscious full commitment of 
life to Christ. 

It is also noteworthy that new methods are 
being tried for advancement of the cause of 
Christ. The unchanging message of the Gospel 
must be spread through means that are con- 
temporary with our times, and we urge imagi- 
nation and experiment with all methods which 
are consistent with the Truth we proclaim. 


Let us by faith be loyal to Christ’s Commis- 
sion: “Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: ...’ For He has promised,

Dr. Victor Burdick 
Reports on 
Nyasaland Christian Council 


Dr. Victor Burdick and two native pas- 
tors attended the meeting of the Nyasa- 
land Christian Council held at Nkhoma 
Mission, Central Province, May 4-5. Re- 
porting regarding this meeting Dr. Bur- 
dick writes: “Some items from the agenda 
of the Nyasaland Christian Council meet- 
ing we attended might be of interest to 
you. Pastor Goman, our semi-blind preach- 
=r who knows English, was with me, and 
Pastor Kanyenya went to be of assistance 
to him. 

“We included visits to our Central 
Province Churches. Our total traveling 
was 700 miles. Visits to our churches were 
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satisfying for us all.” Churches visited 
were Nthinda, Balaka, and Manjanja. Sev- 
eral decisions for Christ were made by 
individuals in connection with these visits. 


Regarding the church at Nthinda Dr. 
Burdick has written that their new Pastor 
Ganunga who was ordained last year at 
Conference has been received and sup- 
ported well. The church is in good con- 
dition spiritually. One person chose the 
visit as the time to make her decision for 
Christ at one of our village meetings. 
She is the granddaughter of their former 
pastor (our Mission Station pastor now). 

“A branch church of Nthinda at Balaka, 
whose new building was dedicated last 
August on our trip to the North, has been 
driven out of that building because the 
owner of the land, once a Seventh Day 
Baptist, didn’t like their preaching against 
hoeing tobacco, which he does. We made 
a special effort to visit them to ‘encourage 
them,’ but came away strengthened our- 
selves by their good attitude. 


“Our church at Manjanja is also in good 
condition generally, although we had to 
help settle a minor conflict between Pastor 
Gereman and some of his leaders. A few 
years ago, when selected to be pastor, 
Pastor Gereman was not given much 
chance, in people’s minds, of becoming a 
good one, but the observation of Mr. Go- 
man and Pastor Kanyenya was that he has 
matured greatly, and is doing an excellent 
job. This was encouraging to us. Two 
men responded to invitations at meetings 
here.” 

The letter continues: “Some of the gen- 
eral impressions of the Council meetings 
were: 

“The thrilling experience to us all (was 
to learn) of the large part that the African 
members are taking in the meetings, in 


expressing their opinions on matters of the 


agenda, in their being selected to take im- 
portant projects, and also the long-range 
planning being done in spite of the un- 
certainties of the land, particularly by the 
older established missions. 

“There was discussion of the World 
Refugee Year Campaign of the World 
Council of Churches to enlist interest and 
financial support of all member bodies 
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throughout the world for the program of 
relocation of refugees. Our Council en- 
dorsed the campaign and agreed to push 
this among our people, as best we can. 


“One of the African representatives who 
had been to a special conference recently in 
Northern Rhodesia made his report. The 
conference had been composed of repre- 
sentatives from the Christian Councils of 
the three territories, nationalist leaders, 
and a few other sympathetic persons, to 
discuss in a Christian atmosphere some 
of the problems of the land politically. 
It was felt that better understanding was 
reached between the church and nationalist 
party leaders, as to their feelings one 
toward another and to the political situa- 
tion. Often the nationalist party leaders 
think of the church as opposed to them, 
and vice versa. Our Council agreed that 
it would be well to continue such contacts, 
and agreed to organize such talks in Nyasa- 
land with certain political leaders, in 
June, if possible, in order to demonstrate 
our real desire for reconciliation relative 
to the problem of this country. 


“Thought and faith are being applied 
to the possibility of opening a Gospel 
Radio Station in Central Africa. None of 
Africa below the Sahara is served by any 
of the existing twenty-three missionary 
radio stations around the world, which 
emphasizes how important such a station 
would be. Funds for installation and in- 
itial operation are guaranteed by various 
interested organizations, chiefly U.S. A 
man in Salisbury, a radio technician, a 
Salvation Army man, felt called some 


time ago to come to Central Africa and. 


is now teaching, waiting for his ‘call’ to 
materialize. It was agreed by the Council 
to support this venture.”

How little do we comprehend the love 
of God, and in how small measure are we 
able to show it to others! Yet to learn 
the deepest lessons of life we must learn 
0 love. Jesus looked upon the throngs 
that followed Him with compassion. Our 
first lesson in loving may need to be to 
include all men in our hearts, even the 
one with whom we violently disagree, the 
ungrateful person, the unresponsive, our 
enemy or the enemy of our country. We 
need not love all the deeds of our fellow 
man but we can love him for what he 
can become. 


Then we need to test our love through 
practice. It deepens as we put it into 
action. After the resurrection Jesus asked 
Simon three times if he loved Him. Each 
time, as Peter declared his devotion, Jesus 
said, “Feed my sheep. Feed my lambs.” 
As much as to say, “Go and do something 
about it.” 


And duty. Where does it fit into our 
thinking. The following is taken from the 
Book of Mercies* by George Arthur 
Frantz: “Duty says, “You must.’ Love says, 
I must.’ Duty is a kind of coercion; love 
is Christ constraining. Duty does what 
is required, and often grudgingly; love 
does all it can, pouring itself out, with 
all its treasure, on the unthankful and the 
evil as well as on the good. Love believes 
all things, hopes all things. Duty stops at 
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the limit of demands; love goes as far as a 
Cross. 


“No moral law could have led Jesus to 
Calvary, or Livingstone to his lonely 
death for the black men in Africa. 


“Duty is like talent, it toils terribly at 
its task and is proud of its work. Duty 
does what it can. Love is like genius, it 
does what it must to fulfill an inner law, 
the law of Christ. It is moved by a swift 
creative compulsion, often unaware of its 
toil. No wonder then that talent is so 
often vain, and genius so humble. Duty 
creeps; love has wings. 


“Duty is fine, but love is the more ex- 
cellent way. Duty is often harsh and hard; 
love is gentle and easy to be entreated. 
Duty is lonely; love is companionable. 
Duty wearies with its demands; love is 
refreshed by its responses. 


“Love is duty redeemed, baptized into 
the Spirit of Christ. Love is duty doing 
what Christ asks.”

Gesus Christ 72 Lord

(The major portion of the opening address of the Tenth Baptist 
World Congress beginning Sunday, June 26, at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil) 


That at the name of Jesus every knee should bow . 


. and every tongue con- 


fess that Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God the Father (Phil. 2: 10, 11). 


We are very happy that the Tenth Bap- 
tist World Congress can meet in beautiful 
Rio de Janeiro where Baptists have given 
such a splendid witness and enjoyed such 
a remarkable growth. We come from 
many different countries representing some 
23,000,000 Baptists on every continent. 
The moving and dramatic Roll Call has 
given a living witnes to our oneness in 
Christ and the prayer of our hearts “That 
at the name of Jesus every knee should 
bow...and every tongue confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God 
the Father.” 


We think, of course, of some who could 
not be represented here. Our hearts go out 
to them and we shall be faithful in prayer 
for them. At the same time we voice our 
gratitude to God for the joy of our Chris- 
tian fellowship here and the opportunity 
for worship and witness together. 


It is my purpose now to give a brief 
report of my stewardship as your presi- 
dent, to tell a little of Baptist life and 
work as I have seen it around the world, 
and to discuss some of the issues that con- 
cern Baptists everywhere. 


During this five years Mrs. Adams and 
I have counted it a privilege to travel 
thousands of miles to visit Baptists in 
scores of countries. We have sought to 
serve where we could, to encourage those 
in difficult places, and to report fairly and 
objectively the situation as we saw it, so 
that those in a position to help might do 
so intelligently. It has been a joy to note 
our growth from 20,000,000 to more than 
23,000,000 baptized believers. We now 
total nearly four times as many Baptists as 
when the Alliance was organized in Lon- 


don in 1905. This vast throng of Baptists 
differs in many ways, in language and in 
color, in culture and customs, in racial 
origins and national ties, yet we are one 
in our devotion to Jesus Christ as Lord. 
The Baptist World Alliance is becoming 
more and more a genuine world fellow- 
ship. 

Time will permit only a brief word 
about Baptists around the world. I plan- 
ned during my years as president to visit 
so far as possible the areas where no presi- 
dent of the Alliance had ever been or 
where he had not been able to visit in re- 
cent years. Immediately after the Congress 
in London it was my privilege to visit 
Baptists in a number of the Scandinavian 
countries where our work took root in 
spite of persecution and has borne rich 
fruits through the years. Then in the 
USSR, I saw the faith and devotion of 
Russian Baptists. Like their fellow-be- 
lievers in many lands, we found them to 
be zealous New Testament Christians. 


Later when I visited a number of the 
islands in the Caribbean I was deeply im- 
pressed by the faith and devotion of our 
Baptist people in the face of poverty and 
many difficulties. 


We can be proud and grateful for able 
and consecrated national Baptist leaders 
in many Asian lands and for the splendid 
fruits of years of devoted missionary serv- 
ice. It was a joy to share in the First Asian 
Baptist Youth Conference in Hong Kong. 
Never will I forget how those young 
people from thirteen different countries, 
many of whom had been at war with each 
other, stood together with clasped hands 
as a symbol of their Christian fellowship 
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nd sang ‘‘Blest Be the Tie that Binds Our 
dearts in Christian Love.” 


Baptists in South America have made 
emarkable progress in the last half cen- 
ury and I am confident that the next fifty 
ears will show a major growth in every 
ountry where we are at work. 


‘Last summer we visited the Baptists of 
\frica. This was the first time any Alli- 
mce president had ever visited that con- 
nent and I was tremendously encouraged 
y what we saw. We found Baptists 
rruggling in the face of many difficulties 
1 some countries and yet rejoicing in 
neir Opportunities. We are grateful that 
1 the providence of God there are many 
hristian leaders ready to help guide the 
estiny of several new nations. This great 
ontinent is just now in a ferment, with 
ations struggling to be born, but a con- 
nent that will take an increasingly im- 
ortant place in the life of the world. It 
as heartening in South Africa to hear 
aptists say about the present govern- 
lent’s unchristian apartheid policy, “If 
e must make a choice, we will obey God 
ther than men.” 


Everywhere we have found the same 
lajor concerns and convictions inthe 
earts of our Baptist people. We face a 
orld of fear and tension, a world with 
Overty and misery, discrimination and 
sgregation in many lands, and torn by 
yyalty to a wide variety of faiths and 
hilosophies. Some areas are openly hos- 
le to’ Christianity, while in other lands 
re face open doors for the proclamation of 
ve Gospel.

The new church camp, 714 miles from 
the Shiloh, N. J., Church, nears completion.

The Shiloh Church bulletin, which has 
reported on camp work progress every 
week since last fall, had an item on June 
18 that is probably more interesting to 
prospective campers than anything previ- 
ously published. The announcement stated 
that the Sunday before, 75 truckloads of 
sand were hauled in to make the bathing 
beach on the artificial lake where the camp 
is being built. Much camp work remained 
to be done before the July 14 opening date 
but, from the youth point of view, the 
beach is more important than the final 
touches on buildings and grounds. 


All over the denomination from East 
to West, from North to South, and wher- 
ever there are church-owned camps the 
bulletins tell of work bees and program 
planning.

Associations and 
churches are gathering together staff and 
atranging courses of instruction. The

Writers’ Conference 


Secretary Rex Zwiebel attended the St. 
Davids Christian Writers’ Conference held 
on the campus of Eastern Baptist College, 
St. Davids, Pa., the week of June 19 - 24.

Daily workshops 
were held in children’s fiction, articles, 
short stories, poetry, drama, curriculum, 
and devotional writing by such outstand- 
ing authorities as Anna Rose Wright, pop- 
ular author of children’s books, and Adela 
Rogers St. Johns, well-known author of 
short stories and articles appearing in 
nationally circulated magazines. Special 
lecturers included Walter D. Ferguson, 
professor of English, Temple University; 
Eugene Exman, teligious book editor, 
Harper and Brothers; and Lawrence P. 
Fitzgerald, author of The Link, a publica- 
tion for Armed Forces Personnel. 

This privilege was afforded Secretary 
Zwiebel by the Women’s Board of our de- 
nomination. 


Some Called 
To Be 
Pastors and Teachers 


(This article is a message from Bishop 
Santo Uberto Barbieri, a vice-president of 
the World Council of Christian Education. 
Bishop Barbieri will be dean of the forth- 
coming World Institute on Christian Educa- 
tion scheduled to be held in Ireland in 
1962.) 

The other day when studying my Greek 
New Testament I paused to meditate on 
the passage found in Ephesians 4: 1-16. 
This passage is much used for its teaching 
on church unity, but I was struck by its 
message in relation to Christian education. 
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It is said in verse 11 that “his gifts were 
that some should be . . . teachers.” This 
was “for the equipment of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry (that is, service 
or DIAKONIA), for building up the body 
of Christ.” Then comes the purpose: 
“until we attain to the unity of the fait 
and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
to mature manhood, to the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ.” 


How pertinent this is for the all-inclu 
sive ideal of Christian education. The 
teaching was to be imparted to adults, who 
should no longer act as children. The 
teaching also was for the whole church; 
pastors and teachers are ranked together 
and they furnish both outward and inward 
unity for the congregation. Unless there 
is proper Christian knowledge, according 
to the writer of this epistle, there is no 
way of attaining maturity, comprehension 
of the faith, unity, and steadfastness 
against non-Christian doctrines or teach- 
ings. Apostles, prophets, and evangelists 
were church ministers at large; the pastor 
and the teacher were for “building up the 
body of Christ.” | 


Problems We Face 


Dean John Mcdowell, of Boston Uni.

Sharing the Light 


We have a great deal of the light of 
Christ who truly called Himself the Light 
of the World. Not yet have we been able 
to comprehend or avail ourselves of as 
much of that light as we know we are 
capable of. But when we stop to think we 
realize that we follow in the train of 
those disciples to whom Christ said, “Ye 
are the light of the world.” We have 
enough light so that we could share it 
more than we do. Isn’t that right? 


Recently the writer observed something 
that reminded him very forcibly of this 
sharing of the light of salvation. Mr. 
Nixon, the Vice-President of the United 
States, was answering the questions of a 
large group of religious editors at a dinner 
meeting in Washington. As is usual when 
such dignitaries speak, there were photo- 
grtaphers present from the press. Some of 
the editors also carried cameras with flash 
attachments. 


The press photographer with his big bag 
of equipment looked the situation over 
from various angles and decided to take 
his pictures from halfway back and at the 
right side of the dining room. He was 
using a press camera with a Strobe flash 
(one that does not burn out the bulb) but 
this would light only one side of the Vice- 
President’s face at that distance. To get a 
better picture he had his assistant take a 
similar position on the other side of the 
room holding up the flash gun of a slave 
unit to light the other side of the speaker's 
face at the same time. No wires connect 
the two flash guns but a photoelectric cell 
picks up the light from the camera and 
shoots the second flash. 


Here is the interesting part. While the

assistant was holding up his slave unit 
waiting for the cameraman to get ready, 
some of the members of the audience stood 
up to get flash pictures. Suddenly the 
photographer's assistant realized that his 
light would respond to their flashes just as 
readily as to the one on the other side of 
the room. Quickly he turned his gur 
back toward his body lest the “slave’ 
should lend its light and deplete its battery 
for someone other than the “master.” 
Whether he did not have light enough fos 
several flashes in succession I do not know 
Possibly so. 

Jesus who spoke of our being lights fo: 
the world also mentioned that the servant 
is not greater than his master. We ar 
His servants but we are in a different sit 
uation than the one just described. Just as 
our Lord has sufficient light for all the 
world so, too, we by sharing that bound. 
less supply will not lose the light that i: 
given tous. Let us not turn that light in 
ward as did the “‘selfish” assistant but maj 
we let our light so shine that men wil 
rejoice in that light and glorify our Fathe: 
in heaven.
